Communists 
have right 
to teach 


Kopechne testif ies against daughter's autopsy 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Univer­ 
sity of California Regents cannot deny 
Communists 
the right to teach at the 
nine state universities, a superior court 
judge ruled Monday. 
Judge Jerry Pacht said he felt it was 
“both unlawful and dangerous” to allow 
the regents the right to deny a person 
employment on the basis of membership 
in a political party alone. 
The ruling knocked the props from be­ 
neath the regents' dismissal of Angela 
Davis, a UCLA 
assistant philosophy 
professor, in accordance with a long­ 
standing policy against employing mem­ 
bers of the Communist Party. 
Pacht made the decision in a ••tax­ 
payers suit” brought by UCLA faculty 
members opposed to the firing of Miss 
Davis, 
26, a Communist 
Party mem­ 
ber. An injunction will be issued bar­ 
ring the regents from expending public 
funds to handle the dismissal. 
Miss Davis, who is black, is appeal­ 
ing the firing through administrative 
channels of the university while she con­ 
tinues to teach at UCLA. 
Attorneys for the regents, the gov­ 
erning body of the state university sys­ 
tem, said they will appeal the judge’s 
ruling. 
The jurist 
voiced 
concern 
that if 
the 
regents could fire a teacher for 
membership in the Communist Party, 
the policy might be extended to other un­ 
popular groups later. He said this would 
make the regents “a political 
elite 
entitled to decide 
whose views are ac­ 
ceptable.” 
The decision brought a storm of pro­ 
test from some California politicians. 
Dr. Max Rafferty, state superinten­ 
dent of public instruction, said: 
“I don’t 
believe in letting members 
of the Mafia, 
Murder 
Incorporated, 
or a Communist 
speak with my money 
on a tax supported campus.” 
The Republican school chief said the 
Board of Regents, of which he is a mem­ 
ber, hopes the case will go to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and that the panel will 
rule “that society has a right to protect 
itself from its enemies and does not 
have to subsidize the conspiracy.” 
Road work 
to start 
on Route / 


The state will begin construction of 
shoulders on Highway 1, from the Wye 
to Burton Mesa Boulevard, shortly it 
was announced today by Supervisor Fran­ 
cis H. Beattie. 
Highway 1 presently has only dirt or 
“Ohio” shoulders, according to Beattie. 
The improvement has been in the works 
for several years, spurred by efforts 
of Lompoc Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce.

funds for the project will come from 
state maintenance budgets, Beattie said.

The improvement of Highway 1 as a 
Scenic highway has been in the works 
for years.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on is trying to mobilize grass root 
Republican political support behind his 
nomination of Clement F. Haynsworth 
to the Supreme Court, it was disclosed 
today. 
The President, a GOP official said, 
met with Republican state chairmen at 
the White House Monday and told them 
of his determination to see the nomina­ 
tion fight through to a finish. This was 
after Nixon reaffirmed his faith in Hayns­ 
worth and accused the judge’s detractors 
of character assassination. 
The President also sent his special 
aide, Clark Mollenhoff, to discuss the 
Haynsworth case with the chairmen who 
were meeting in Washington to plan 
for the 1970 elections. Forty-six of the 
50 state chairmen were on hand. 
Mollenhoff, a former investigative re­ 
porter, has been active in defending the 
Haynsworth nomination. 
Although Mollenhoff did not ask the 
chairmen to adopt a formal resolution 
backing Haynsworth’s nomination, it was 
clear to the leaders that he was en­ 
listing their support in the fight. 
“The gist of his comments would indi­ 
cate that,” Wisconsin State Chairman 
Ody J. Fish told reporters today. 


WILKES-BARRE. Pa. (UPI)-Thefath­ 
er of Mary Jo Kopechne testified today 
that permitting an autopsy cn his daugh­ 
ter, killed in an accident involving U.S. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, “would be just 
like another funeral.” 
“We have had it,” the father said at 
a hearing on a request by Massachusetts 
authorities for an autopsy on the body 
of the 28-year-old Washington secretary 
who died last July 18 in a tidal pond 
in Kennedy’s submerged auto off Chap- 
paquiddick Island, Mass. 
Joseph Kopechne, speaking in a bare­ 
ly audible voice, said he and his wife, 
who was not in court, felt authorities “had 
their chance. We absolutely do not want 
it now.”______________________________ 


EdmundS Dinis, a Massachusetts dis­ 
trict attorney who is seeking the autop­ 
sy, did not cross-examine Kopechne dur­ 
ing his one-minute appearance on the 
stand. 
Dinis rested his case during the morn­ 
ing session after Cyril H. Wecht, chief 
pathologist for Allegheny County Pa., 
testified an autopsy on a body exhumed 
after four to six months could be “quite 
fruitful.” 


Asked to estimate the value of an ex­ 
ternal examination done at the time the 
girl’s body was recovered, Wecht said 
“to consider an external examination 
the end process of a medical and legal 
investigation is absurd.”_______________ 


Dun Gifford, Washington, D.C., a legis­ 
lative aide to Sen. Kennedy who was 
called as a witness by a Kopechne at­ 
torney, Joseph F. Flanagan, said he was 
delayed until 12:30 p.m. EDT, July 20 
in returning with the body to Pennsyl­ 
vania because of bad weather. 


He said he also thought “there was a 
question of whether there was a

Dinis, the first witness at today’s 
session, testified he ordered an autopsy 
on the girl two days after she died but 
was told the body has been flown to 
Pennsylvania. 
After finishing his testimony, the dis- 
trict attorney asked the court to place 


in the record a handwritten statement 
Kennedy gave police concerning the ac­ 
cident and a videotape of the senator ’s 
televised explanation of the tragedy. 
Judge Bernard C. Rrominski denied the 
motion on the Kennedy police statement 
and withheld decision on the videotape. 
Dr. Donald R. Mills, associate medical 
examiner of Dukes C ounty, Mass , te sti­ 
fied Monday Dinis and he agreed six 
days after recovery of Mary Jo’s bodv 
that an autopsv was not necessary. 


Dinis testified todav he ordered an 
autopsy at 10 a.m. July 20 but Mas­ 
sachusetts State Police Lt. George Kil- 
len informed him the bodv had been re­ 
moved to Pennsylvania for burial. Mary 


Jo is buried at nearby Larksville. 
Before going into the courtroom of 
Judge Bernard C. Brominski, Dinis said 
he had been rebuffed in his attempts to 
subpoena from the American Broad­ 
casting Co (ABC) a videotape of Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’s July 25 televised explanation of 
the accident. 


Dinis said the network was reluc­ 
tant to produce the tape. He described 
the situation was “unsatisfactory to me.” 
Dinis denied Mills’ earlier testimony 
about agreeing that an autopsy was not 
necessary. 
“That is not true,” Dinis said. “I 
positively did order an autopsy at 10 a. m. 
July 20.”

WASHINGTON '(UPI)— A triangle in- 
volving an Army general, a sergeant 
linked with hefty kickbacks and a “ fil­ 
thy rich” slot machine salesman has 
been alleged by Senate investigators of 
thefts, kickbacks and embezzlements 
from enlisted men’s clubs in Vietnam.

TOKYO (UPI) - Hundreds 
of thou­ 
sands 
of left-wing 
students rampaged 
through the streets of Tokyo and clashed 
with police today in an antiwar 
dem­ 
onstration with violent 
anti-American 
overtones. 
The 
students 
halted 
commuter 
trains, hurled firebombs 
in surprise 
attacks on police cars and public build­ 
ings, battled police with tom up chunks 
of pavement and tried in vain to invade 
U.S. air bases to bomb them. 
Lesser disorders 
hit other Japa­ 
nese cities 
and police announced 1,120 
persons had been jailed in the country, 
718 
of them in Tokyo. Police said 45 
civilians were injured and 
21 police, 
most of them burned by flaming Molotov 
cocktails. 
At 
Tachikawa U.S. Air Force Base 
military 
police arrested a student 
who tried to crash into the base in a 
rented car and blow up a C-130 cargo 
plane with dynamite because American 
planes were used in Vietnam. He was 
caught beneath the plane, the dynamite 
still intact. 
Another man tossed a home-made 
bomb over the fence 
of nearby Yokota 
Air Force Base and escaped. 
The 
bomb failed to explode. 
Police said an estimated 
450,000 
persons took part in the mostly violent 
demonstrations in 594 points through­ 
out the 
country including all major ci­ 
ties, in demanding that the United States 
immediately turn Okinawa back to Ja­ 
pan. 
The protesters forced a halt to sub­ 
way and rail service in Tokyo. Incidents 
were reported at two U.S. Air Force 
bases on Tokyo’s outskirts. 
Students overturned automobiles, rip­ 
ping apart police sentry boxes and hurl­ 
ed Molotov 
cocktails. 17iey tried 
to 
stack up the cars to form 
barricades 
but fled when police arrived. 
As if to reaffirm U.S.-Japanese ties, 
Prime Minister Eisaku Sato conferred 
this afternoon with former Vice Pres­ 
ident Hubert H. Humphrey who had off­ 
ered to call off the meeting because of 
the demonstrations. 
By nightfall streets in much of city 
of 11.4 million persons were deserted 
except for demonstrators and police. 
Students ripped down signboards and 
built a huge bonfire in the street in front 
of a department store near Shinjuku Rail­ 
way Station. Police fired tear gas in an 
attempt to force tousands of spectators 
out of the station plaza. 
The biggest 
demonstration 
was in 
Yoyogt 
Park where 
100,000 persons 
gathered to hear denunciations of U.S. 
occupation of Okinawa.

Education association

Lompoc Education Association lias ac­ 
cused President Richard Nixon of failing 
to live up to a campaign promise made 
in 1968 to maintain federal support lev­ 
els for militarily impacted school dis­ 
tricts such as Lompoc. 
In a letter to the President, Robert L. 
Hedlund, association president, charg­ 
es: “As teachers, taxpayers and citiz­ 
ens we feel that you have neither lived 
up to the word nor the spirit of your cam­ 
paign promises 
concerning education. 
A one-page 
political 
advertisement 
distributed 
by “National 
Committee 
of Teachers for Nixon-Agnew 
on Oct. 
1, 1968, 
quotes Nixon: “American op­ 
portunity begins in the classroums ul 
this nation for young and old alike; 
“ We talk about cutting the expense 
of government — either federal, state, 
or local — the one area we can’t short­ 
change is education; 
“ Education is the area in whi<h 
we 
must keep doing everything that is neces­ 
sary 
to 
help 
achieve 
the American 
Dream; 
“ We call upon every citizen 
to join 
with us in an Action Program For Ed­ 
ucation.” 
The letter to Nixon quoted only the 
paragraph 
beginning: 
“ When we talk 
. . .,” but Hedlund supplied a copy of the 
political advertisement for the complete 
political message. 
Hie letter was signed by 18 tea< hers 
and school administrators in addition to 
Hedlund. 
The letter scored Nixon for his ap*

ies from

1 aw 
874 
federal 
school aid monies which go to districts 
near military bases or large defense 
complexes. 
“ Mr. President,” Hedlund’s 
letter 
continues, “ we aro writing to you in 


Washington. So far you have done every­ 
thing possible to obstruct 
Public Law 
874 and the appropriation Bill HR 13III 
necessary for funding. 
These 
funds 
are vital to the Lompoc Unified School 
District which is 75 per cent federally 
connected eitherthrough the Air Force 
(Vandenberg Air Force Base), 
base- 
connected 
industries or the Federal 
Correctional Institution. 
The local school district stands to 
lose about $800,000 oi the $2 million 
annually accruing from p. L. 874 school 
aid monies. 
“ Lompoc is a bedroom community 
which cannot on its own raise enough 
funds to support such a school district. 
The children, parents, teachers and ul­ 
timately the nation are being short­ 
changed by this short-sighted action (or 
inaction). 
“We would appreciate your immedi­ 
ate 
re-evaluation oi these educational 
programs and your support in prompt 
passage and funding.” 
Copies of the letter were also 
sent 
to Senators 
George 
Murphy, 
Alan 
Cranston, a host of other senators and 
Sec. Robert 
Finch, of Nixon’s depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare. 
Nixon has supported the deletion of the 
3B 
monies 
which 
represent federal 
school aid payments for military or de­ 
fense connected 
students who live oif- 
base. School support payments for stu­ 
dents who live on*base 
have remained 
free of the proposed cutback. 


The impacted aid monies are Intended 
to off-set a school district 
for taxes 
which are lost because cities and coun­ 
ties cannot levy property taxes against 
federal properties. 
Vandenberg Air Force Base consists 
of about 125,000 acres In the district 
comprising Lompoc Unified School Dis­ 
trict.

ORLEANS (DPI)—— Hurriance 
Laurie, kicking gales inland along the 
mouth of the Mississippi River, drift­ 
ed on a zigzagging path toward the Gulf 
Coast today. Thousands of wind-wary 
residents fled. 
Laurie's point of impact along Hie 
coast was uncertain. The New Orleans 
Weather Bureau Said the hurricane's 
course would be slow and erratic to* 
day. 
But a hurricane watch remained up 
along 730 miles from Galveston, Tes., 
to Apalachicola, Fla. Thousands already 
ravaged by the blast of Hurricane Cam­ 
ille this year, headed inland. 
“ You have to run like scared rabbits,” 
said Mrs. Mitchell Jurisich, 29, who 
rode out Camille in an oyster boat 
with her three children. “ I’m tired of 
running scared.” But she ran anywiy. 
The 
Weather 
Bureau 
said Laurie 
had shifted to an eastward course, mov­ 
ing at about 5 miles an hour. The hurr­ 
icane spurted wind& at 100 mile* an 
hour and her eye was located 230 miles 
south of New Orleans. 


At 8 a.m. 'EDT pile force winds of 
35 miles an hour wtistiad along the 
southern-most Louisiana coastline— a 
hint of Laurie’s presence. 
The eastward shift curing hours ch er* 
ed residents along the Mississippi coast. 


“ if she continued on her present 
course we don't even get a summer 
breeze here,” said Wade Cuice, Har­ 
rison County Civil Defense director. 
He said the eastwaru shift away from 
his area “ made 
us feel pretty darn 
comfortable.”

That is the theme of the Van­ 
denberg Employment of the Phy­ 
sically Handicapped Program 
which has been helping the han­ 
dicapped help themselves by 
providing permanent full time 
employment. 
The handicapped working on 
Vandenberg were not “ given” 
their 
positions. 
Generally 
speaking they were tested un­ 
der the competitive provisions 
of the Civil Service System. 
In some cases, excepted ap­ 
pointments were made. In this 
instance 
the prospective em­ 
ployee is given a temporary ap­ 
pointment during which time he 
demonstrates his ability to per­ 
form. Before the employer is 
converted 
to an excepted ap­ 
pointment the entire case his­ 
tory is forwarded to the Civil 


Service Commission for appro­ 
val. 
Since the final decision of 
selection rests with the unit 
supervisor, 
the 
handicapped 
must compete with other civili­ 
ans. 


Betty R. 
Luker, coordina­ 
tor for placement of the physi­ 
cally handicapped, is responsi­ 
ble for laying the ground work 
and assuring that the handicap­ 
ped applicant is viewed with the 
right perspective. Mrs. Luker 
serves as a liaison for the han­ 
dicapped person by meeting with 
potential supervisors and ex­ 
plaining the mutual benefit to be 
derived by hiring a handicapped 
person. 
“ The people we have are very 
competent 
and 
have proven 
themselves through their job 


performance. In fact, for the 
most part these people have 
proven to be more stable and 
les^ abusive of sick leave privil­ 
eges 
than the 
average em­ 
ployee” said Mrs. Lucker. 
“ For some” she added, “ the 
job is a real challenge and they 
find considerable satisfaction 
in doing it well.” 


The program is designed to 
handle both the severe andmin- 
orly handicapped. This includes 
such cases as heart disease, 
amputee, diabetic or any other 
condition that would require se­ 
lective job placement. 
Approximately 140 handicap­ 
ped people between the ages of 
18 and 60 are employed on 
base under the program. Gen­

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly Democratic leader Jess 
Unruh has urged Gov. Ronald 
Reagan to call a special session 
of the Legislature to correct a 
$53 million error in a major 
school aid bill the governor 
signed in August. 
Unruh 
made 
the 
request 
Monday 
while charging 
the 
Department of Education “ is 
acting illegally in ignoring ttie 
law and administering state aid 
to schools as if the mistakes 
was never made.” He said the 
error “ could cost the state $53 
million 
more 
than 
was 
planned.” 
Ed Gray, an assistant press 
secretary for Reagan, said the 
governor’s office would consult 
with the Department of Educa­ 
tion 
“ to 
ascertain 
whether 
there might be any irregulati- 
ries” in the bill. 
Gray also said “ It’s curious 
that he (Unruh) has chosen to 
point this out now rather than 
when the Legislature of which 
he is a member was consider­ 
ing it during the session.” 
Unruh, a probable candidate 
for governor next year, noted 
Reagan called a special legisla­ 
tive session to deal with a $50 
million error in a 1967 school 
aid measure Unruh authored. 
The Reagan administration last 
year charged there was a $150 
million mistake in the aid bill 
but the money to finance it was 
later discovered. 


“ If the governor is truly 
concerned 
about our

schools,” Unruh said, “ he will 
act now to resolve this mistake. 
If he fails to do so, it will be 
apparent that tie cares about 
the proper financing of our 
schools only when he feels it is 
politically advantageous to do 
so.” 
Unruh said tie was told by 
legislative counsel George Mur­ 
phy that the cost of the 1968 
school aid law “ could exceed 
estimates by as much as $53 
million. 
The Inglewood Democrat said 
the mistake was made wtien a 
Republican dominated confer­ 
ence committee which wrote 
the final version of the measure 
failed to amend a section of the

formulas for providing school 
aid to low wealth districts. 


“ The tragedy of this mis­ 
take,” Unruh said, “ is that it 
could cripple state support for 
gifted, physically handicapped

The Democratic leader point­ 
ed out deficits in the state 
school fund, which the legal

“ Unless the Department of 
Education administers the law 
legally,

Ewin Reck, housing mainten­ 
ance foreman, was not quite as 
confident as Mrs. Baldwin on 
his initial contact with a han­ 
dicapped person. He said, “ I ’ve 
got to admit I was a bit dubi­ 
ous when they told me that I 
would have a handicapped per­ 
son working in my section, and 
even more so when I found out he 
was blind. I guess I didn’t feel 
that he would be able to cope 
with the work. 
“ The first 60 days James 
Davies was on the job I was 
checking his work pretty close. 
But I soon realized that this 
wasn’t necessary. When he put a 
piece of work out it was done 
right and wasn’t immediately 
brought back. The man was and 
is proficient at his work.” 
How does a blind man check 
a machine to “ see” what is 
wrong” “ He diagnoses the trou­ 
ble by plugging in the machine 
and listening to it operate” says 
Reck, “ or he will ask the own­ 


er how the machine was acting 
prior to breaking down if it 
isn’t running. 
“ Some machines just need a 
good cleaning in order to get 
them back into good running 
order and Mr. Davies feels the 
work so that he’ll know where 
to clean.” 
“ Jim Davies’ only handicap 
is confinement to an area” con­ 
cludes Reck. “ But this is over­ 
come by his greatest asset. 
He’s a great morale builder. 
Let’s face it . . . people worry 
about where their tax money 
goes. But when you see someone 
like Mr. Davies supporting him­ 
self you know there are other 
people lik him trying to help 
themselves. All they need is a 
chance.”

bing attacks on two teen-age 
girls and an infant. 
Zodiac 
is wanted for the 
murders of a young couple, two 
young 
women 
and 
a 
San 
Francisco cab driver in four 
separate attacks in the north 
Bay area over a period of 10 
months. 
The teen-agers and a two- 
year-old girl were victims of 
two separate attacks over a 
three-month period in the South 
Bay area near San Jose, The 
girls were stabbed a total of 
350 times, and an autopsy on 
the infant revealed 
190 stab 
wounds. 
OFicers from seven state and 
local agencies met here Mon­ 
day to go over evidence in the 
Zodiac case. His taunting notes 
and a rare 9-millimeter pistol 
were considered prime clues. 
Police said they were check­ 
ing 
the 
handwriting 
on the 
notes against the signatures on 
a list of permits for purchase of 
the 
pistol. 
Only 
143 
such 
weapons have been sold in San 


Francisco over the past three 
years. 
“ I can't say we’re any closer 
to catching the suspect,” said 
Capt. Marty Lee, San Francis­ 
co’s chief of inspectors. “ I ’ve 
learned things I didn’t know 
and I think the other detectives 
had the same experience.

The answer 
may be that trouble developed 
Closing 
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during the flight, they said. 
Fritz 
C. Runge, advanced 
space station program manager 
for the McDonnell-Douglas As­ 
tronautics Co., said the three 
space vehicles—carrying a total 
of seven cosmonauts—constitut­ 
ed the sections for “ modules” 
of a total station. 


“ They 
had 
space 
station 
equipment up there,” he told a 
news conference at the sixth 
annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics.

Russia aid to Czechs 


LONDON 0JPD—Russia will 
offer 
Czechoslovakia condi­ 
tional economic aid and token 
troop withdrawals as part of a 
“ new era” cooperation move 
by 
the 
Kremlin, 
diplomatic 
sources said today. 
The Soviet declaration will be 
presented to the Czec hoslovak 
leaders during their current 
visit to Moscow for top level 
discussions 
of 
a hirtherto 
officially undisclosed nature. 
According to the sources, the 
Kremlin 
is holding out the 
prospect of Soviet economic aid 
to bolster the tottering Czecho­ 
slovak economy plus closer 
links 
with other Communist 
bloc economic systems. 
Included in the accord were 
token 
withdrawals 
of Soviet 


Army units from Czechoslova­ 
kia, 
with 
possible 
larger 
withdrawals in a year or two if 
the Prague leadership performs 
to Moscow’s satisfaction, the 
sources said. 


The Czechoslovak side of the 
bargain was said to be formal 
acknowledgement that Russia’s 
invasion of Ciechoslovakia a 
year ago was “ justified” and 
“ necessary.” 


The Kremlin has been seek­ 
ing such a formal admission 
since the August, 1968, military 
action 
shattered 
its 
self­ 
designed image as a peaceful 
nation with respect for the 
sovereignty of its Communist 
allies. 


BONN (UPI)—The Bundestag 
(Lower House) today elected 
Willy Brandt as West Germa­ 
ny’s first Socialist chancellor in 
aimost 40 years. The prospects 
were 
for 
closer 
ties 
with 
Communist nations but with no 
diminishing of West Germany’s 
role in NATO. 


Brandt’s Social Democratic 
Party which has 224 seats in 
the Bundestag teamed up with 
the Free Democratic Party (30 
seats) to form a coalition which 
was voted into office 20 years 
to 
the 
day 
after 
Konrad 
Adenauer became chancellor to 
begin 20 years of Christian 
Democratic rub*. The vote was 
251 to 235, a majority of only 
two in the 496 seat house. 
Brandt recalled that Adenauer’s 
margin 
was closer — he re­ 
ceived the exact majority of 249 
-and commented: “ My major­ 
ity was 200 per cent greater.”

member of the 


Bundestag was 
absent when 
parliamentary President Kau- 
Uwe von Hassel started calling 
the roll—former Minister of 
Interior 
Paul 
Luecke. 
Von 
Hassel said five other members 
abstained and four turned in 
invalid ballots. 
Party sources said it was 
unlikely that more than two or

Free 
Democrats

stained, meaning that several 
members of former Chancellor

stained or spoiled their ballots. 
Kiesinger formally resigned

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A Miniature Success Storv 
The Grogans Are a Model

N EW YO RK — (N EA ) — 
Bridget and Joseph Grogan 
of Queens, N.Y., are proud 
parents. Eight of their nine 
children are working their 
way t h r o u g h college, al­ 
though 
none 
is 
even 
old 
enough for high school. 


The children, Mary, 
12; 
Aloysius, 9; Veronica, 8; Jo ­ 
seph, 7; Eileen, 6; Theresa, 
4; Brendan, 2; and Jacque­ 
line, 16 months, are paying 
their tuition—classes ’79 to 
’90—by modeling. 


Anyone meeting the junior 
Grogans giving 
a helping 
hand at the corner store, 
dancing at an Irish festival 
or s e t t i n g out for a Cub 
Scout evening would never 
guess that they were minia­ 
ture success stories. 


“ I think it’s because they 
just look like typical well- 
scrubbed kids,” said Bridg­ 
et, their 34-year-old mother. 
But among New York’s top 
professional 
photographers, 
the G r o g a n children have 
built a reputation of being 
the neatest and nicest pint- 
sized models around. 


“ W h e t h e r they’ve come 
straight from school or off 
a c r o w d e d subway train, 
they’re always prompt, well- 
m a n n e r e d and spotless,” 
said cameraman Phil Peg- 
lar, an exacting commercial 
photographer 


Co-ordinating the s c h e d ­ 
ules of eight model children 
would be a formidable task 
for any mother, but Bridget 
Grogan, a smiling Irish bru­ 
nette who still retains the 
charming accent she brought 
from County G a l w a y 
19 
years ago, tackles it with 
precision and a sense of hu­ 
mor. 


A twice-daily wash load 
ensures that the children’s 
socks, shirts, party dresses 
and gray slacks -even kilts 
—are always ready to go on 
c a m e r a . Between packing 
lunch boxes and supervising 
h o m e w o r k . Mrs. Grogan 
somehow manages to shuttle 
the children back and forth 
to Manhattan 
studios and 
still maintain a home that’s 
as photogenic as her chil­ 
dren. 


Mrs. 
Grogan’s w e e k l y 
marketing list means buying 
35 quarts of milk, 
seven 
quarts of orange juice, lots 
of fresh vegetables, 30 apples 
for the lunch boxes and nine 
bars of soap. 


“ Good food and c l e a n 
hands could just about be 
our family motto,” she ad­ 
mitted. “ A spot on the face 
may be only a slight nui­ 
sance to most children but 
for young models it can be a 
d i s a s t e r , ” she added. “ I 
have to be specially con­ 
cerned about skin care and 
I ’ve found that an antibac­ 
terial soap is gentle for their 
complexions and yet keeps 
them free from blemishes.“ 
The idea of making them 
a “ model” family was put to 
the Grogans by their obste­ 
trician when their first child 
was born. He described her 
as a picture-book baby and 
advised her parents to make 
her a baby model. 


“ But you have so much to 
do with a first baby that we 
really didn’t give the idea a 
second thought,” said Mrs. 
Grogan. 
It was not 
until 
Theresa was born in 1965 
and another doctor made a 
similar remark that the par­ 
ents decided to try out the 
idea. 


Theresa soon made her de­ 
but gurgling in a detergent 
ad and it was suggested that 
Mrs. Grogan bring along her 
other children to be meas­ 
ured. One by one they were 
accepted. 
Today, the family album 
looks like a catalogue for ev­ 
erything 
from 
g r e e t i n g 
cards, children’s c l o t h e s , 
soup and crackers to sham­ 
poos, games and toys. 


“ Television certainly holds 
less glamor for children once 
they’ve been in a commer­ 
cial,” said Mrs. Grogan. 


Does having eight child 
models mean long sessions 
in beauty parlors or other 
breaks in normal child rou­ 
tine? Mrs. Grogan was hor­ 
rified at the s u g g e s t i o n . 
“ Certainly not,” she said. 
“ Occasionally, I do get per­ 
mission for time out from 
school if it’s a very impor­ 
tant job. but generally the 
s t u d i o appointments 
are 
m a d e for a f t e r-school 
hours.”

WASHINGTON — (N EA )- 
Sitting in Virginia Knauer’s 
outer office for a few min­ 
utes is like waiting for a bus 
beside the main telephone 
switchboard in New 
York 
City. 
Two 
secretaries 
an­ 
swer the constantly ringing 
phones, explaining again and 
again 
that Mrs. 
Knauer’s 
schedule has been booked up 
into the middle of December 
and she can’t possibly work 
in another speech. 


“ It’s amazing,” Lee Fos­ 
ter, one of the secretaries in 
the office of the Special Ad­ 
visor to the President on 
C o n s u m e r Affairs, said, 
grimacing. “ We just have to 
turn down hundreds of these 
invitations for speeches.” 
Although Mrs. Knauer can­ 
not accept all the invitations, 
she does take as many of 
them as she can. Sitting at 
her not-too-neat desk in the 
F e d e r a l Office Building, 
ready for a quick get-away 
at 5 o’clock with a suitcase 
on the conference table and 
several dresses h a n g i n g 
from the coat rack, she ex­ 
p l a i n e d why her coast-to- 
coast speaking tours are so 
important. 


“ I work like a lightning 
rod,” she said. “ My job is to 
be a spokesman for the con­ 
sumer and an advisor to the 
President.” So, she added, 
she has to know what is 
bothering the people. 


Mrs. Knauer is also eager 
to s h a r e what 
she 
has 
learned about being a wary 
shopper with the people she 
talks to. She thinks the best 
p r o t e c t i o n against being 
cheated is for the buyer to 
know exactly what he is up 
against when he is tempted 
by deals that seem too good 
to be true—it’s usually not 
true, and it’s no deal. 


She thinks consumer edu­ 
cation should start young 
and wants her office to set 
up a model curriculum for 
consumer education in the 
public schools. But she also 


wants to get her point across 
to older consumers. So she is 
making plans for pamphlets 
aimed at the people who 
need c o n s u m e r education 
most—the residents of the 
inner cities. People there, 
she said, are especially vul­ 
nerable to the slick sales 
pitches that lead to signing 
misleading credit contracts 
and accepting inferior, over­ 
priced merchandise. 


“ Even with the Truth in 
L e n d i n g bill, people still 
don't know what can happen 
with c r e d i t buying.” she 
said. “ I know of one furni­ 
ture manufacturer—I can’t 
tell 
his 
name—who 
sells 
cheap furniture at a loss. He 
makes 
his 
money on the 
credit plans.” 


She held up a dull brown 
pamphlet titled “ Consumer 
Education—What It Is and 
What It Is Not.” 
“ Just look at this,” she 
said with obvious distaste. 
“ S tr ic tly governmental . 
Uggh. I hate it. Who would 
read it?” 


Copies of pamphlets pub­ 
lished while she headed the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Con­ 
sumer Protection are bright­ 
ly colored and usually hu­ 
morous with titles like “ Con­ 
rad 
Consumer’s 
Sock-It-to- 
em Survival Manual.” 
Mrs. Knauer’s flair for her 
job ( “ Really, consumer edu­ 
cation ought to be fascinat­ 
ing” » is rooted in a lifetime 
of being busy. But now she 
finds she doesn't have time 
for the things that used to 
keep her occupied. 


She is highly regarded as 
a portrait painter, but she 
hasn’t done one in years. 
“ I ’m happy now if 1 get my 
lipstick 
on 
straight," 
she 
once said. 


She used to do needlework 
and 
is especially fond of 
crewel embroidery. But she 
hasn’t done that recently, 
either, and says, a little rue­ 
fully, that a c r e w e l bed 
hanging she s t a r t e d four 
years ago is still unfinished. 


She is addicted to antiques 
and history. She and her hus­ 
band created a foundation 
which restored and main­ 
tains an 18th-century tavern 
that was scheduled for de­ 
struction. The job took 25 
months. 


“ While we were doing the 
work, they built a high-rise 
apartment building in back 
of us," she said. " I suspect 
they were laughing at us for 
taking so long on such a 
small place." 


Her own home is an exam­ 
ple of her taste for history. 
It is a restored 19th-century 
mansion f u r n i s h e d in an­ 
tiques, where she returns al­ 
most every weekend to rest 
and see her family. 


But

decorating a mansion and a 
hi st or i cal landmark, Mrs. 
Knauer can still get excited 
about furnishing her one-bed­ 
room Washington apartment.

OCEAN FISHING 
Ocean fishing has not yet 
picked up although the optim­ 
ists say the salmon may soon 
start another run. However, 
they may simply be the object 
of wishful thinking. It is some­ 
thing to talk about when liars, 
er, fishermen get together! 
During the latter part of the 
week the weather broke and 
there was little activity even 
among the rock fishermen. Up 
until the storm, the party boats 
out of Avila had been working 
the Point Sal area with very 
good results. Bottom fishing 
out of Morro Bay still is hold­ 
ing up but here again the sea 
has been on the rough side and 
albacore boats have not had 
much activity. In fact, it looks 
like the long fins are beginning 
to move out of the area. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Trout fishing at Lopez Lake 
is still fair to good with some 
nice sized trout being caught 
from the banks. Marshmellow 
and 
egg 
“ sandwiches” have 
been the best bait. The fishing 
pressure has eased up hence 
the results of the last planting 
are still in evidence. If the 
district makes the planting sch­ 
eduled for after the season 
closure, there should be some 
nice catches next spring. 
Also, we note that several 
of the fish we have caught were 
ready to spawn, no doubt there 
will be a population of native 
trout from upper Lopez Creek 
plus those that will spawn from 
the planting trout still left in 
the lakes. 
All one has to hope is that 
the weather is such that the 
lake will not have to be pulled 
down so low that the algae dies 
and consumes the oxygen and 
makes a situation that has taken 
place in other semi-warm water 
lakes. 
Bass fishing has picked up at 
Margarita Lake with some size­ 
able fish being taken on plastic 
worms. Catfishing is fair to 
good in the vicinity of pier 12. 
What the rain of last week will 
do to the situation is anyone’s 
guess. Fishing may open with a 
bang with some cold water com­ 
ing into the lake which had been 
on the warm side for the past 
few months. 
Lake Nacimiento 
has been 
fair to good on all species of 
fish but all are on the small 
side. Here is another lake which 
may benefit from the rain with 
bigger fish being driven into 
more of a catchabie mood. Cat- 
fishing is probably the best bet 
at this time and cats can be 
found almost any muddy bar.

HUNTING 
The 
1969 quail and 
chukar 
hunting season opens Oct. 25 
and ends Nov. 11 and should 
vary all the way from excellent 
to poor in Southern California, 
according to a DFG report. 
Quail are abundant in most 
coastal brushlands but unfor­ 
tunately most are on private 
property. In most desert areas 
the quail population is down 
from last year. Chukars are 
more pletiful this year in most 
desert-mountain areas. Birds 
are scattered with good feed and 
water throughout the range. Bag 
limit on quail is 10 per day 
and 10 in possession for all 
species. Chukar limit is six 
per day and six in possession. 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
counties had a good late hatch 
of quail but here again most 
are on private lands. The best 
public access areas include Bal­ 
linger and Quatal canyons in the 
Cuyama area of Los Padres 
National Forest. 
Some of the best quail and 
chukar hunting in the west will 
be open to the public in the 260- 
square mile North Range of 
the U.S. Naval Weapons Center 
at China Lake. There will be 
three weekends open to hunt­ 
ing starting Oct. 25, opening 
day of the chukar and quail 
season. Bird populations are 
reported high in the hunting 
area which lies at an eleva­ 
tion of some 5,000 feet. 
The wild turkey season in 
San Luis Obispo will be open 
for two days this year, Nov. 22- 
23. This is the only area of 
the state open to turkey hunt­ 
ing and is mostly on private 
lands with permission of entry 
hard to get.

The offensive line, which had 
been disappointing in the Jets’ 
first five games, finally protect­ 
ed Joe Namath the way it did 
last year. As a result, the Jets 
were able to connect on the 
bomb-one 
of 
their 
prime 
weapons last season. 
Don Maynard grabbed seven 
passes for 212 yards. Namath 
connected on 12 of 24 passes for 
306 yards as he turned in his 
best 
game 
of the 
season. 
Namath 
had 
three 
passes 
intercepted including one which 
was returned 51 yards for a 
touchdown by Zeke Moore, but 
he was on target most of the 
night and did an excellent job 
of reading the Oilers’ switching 
defenses. 
The Jets, who drew a record 
crowd of 63,841 for their home 
opener, trailed Houston only 
once—7-3 in the second quarter 
following Moores interception 
return. 
New York took the lead for 
good with seven minutes left in 
the half when Maynard beat all­ 
league safety Miller F arr on a 
fly pattern for a 57-yard score. 
With 18 seconds left in the half, 
Maynard came back again to 
beat Ken Houston on a 54- 
yarder and give tne Jets a 17-7 
lead at the intermission.

SINGAPORE - (NEA) - It 
sounded a trifle cornball when 
Lee Trevino told Fred Corcor­ 
an 
he’d gladly 
pay his own 
freight halfway around the world 
for the privilege of representing 
the United States in the World 
Cup golf championships. 
Then Lee took the two grand 
he won for the individual and 
t e a m 
championships 
and 
promptly donated it to a schol­ 
arship fund for the caddies of 
Singapore. 
It wasn’t as magnanimous a 
gesture as Gary Player donat­ 
ing $25,000 to a caddy fund aft­ 
er winning the United States 
Open. But then Lee has only 
recently discovered money, be­ 
cause three years ago he was 
still hustling around El Paso as 
a 30-buck-a-week club pro. 
Money. It’s an obsessive fac­ 


tor in the sport of golf today 
and it hung over the Singapore 
Island Country Club like a threa­ 
tening monsoon during the 44- 
nation competition. 
Five of the finest profession­ 
als in the world spurned the 
opportunity to play for their 
countries because there was a 
more 
lucrative 
tournament 
waiting for them in London the 
next week. Among them was 
Player, the sanctimonious lit­ 
tle South African. 
“ I was surprised Gary didn’t 
show,” said George Knudson of 
Canada, a leading tournament 
pro "H e’s golf in South Afri­ 
ca. The others, well — 
Other stars who did not at­ 
tend were Raymond Floyd, the 
PGA 
champion who pleaded 
prior 
commitments, 
Harold 
Henning (also of South Africa) 


and Bob Charles, the south­ 
paw from New Zealand who pick­ 
ed up top money instead at the 
richer Piccadilly match com­ 
petition in England promotedby 
Mark McCormack, who controls 
most of the moneybags in golf. 
“ They’ve gone past life,” 
said Christy O’Connor critical­ 
ly. Christy is a 45 - year - old 
Irishman who’s the essence of 
International golf competition. 
“ It’s money, money, money,” 
he added. “ They burn them­ 
selves out for it.” 
“ They’re not very patriotic,” 
bluntly said Orville Moody, who 
was 
Trevino’s partner on the 
American World Cup team 
“ Money isn’t everything.” 
When Orville won the U.S. 
Open this year, he had called 
Trevino from a portable phone 
on the 18th green (Lee had

22 and he simply sat there and

the table for him last spring. 
But

If you happened to 
catch Alcindor in his profes­ 
sional debut with the Milwaukee 
Bucks Saturday. He looked and 
acted like a pro the moment he 
stepped out on the floor. 
Moreover, he got the opening 
jump 
from 
Detroit’s 
Walt 
Bellamy, then went on to score 
29 points and grab 12 rebounds 
in a 119-110 victory over the 
Pistons. By the time the contest 
ended, few who watched him 
either on national television or 
In person had any reasonable 
doubt they were looking at the 
NBA’s next superstar. 
The jury was out only 48 
minutes, you might say. Only 
long enough for Alcindor to 
play in his first professional 


Hudson 
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game. 
He made it and then some. 
The same way Wilt Chamber- 
lain did in his i*rst pro game. 
The same way others like Doak 
Walker, Bronko Nagurski, Tom 
Seaver and W illie McCovey did 
in their opening tests. McCovey 
hit a pair of triples in his 
major league debut. 


Alcindor 
signed with 
the 
Bucks for a million-plus and 
that’s a lot of anything, but 
Detroit Coach B ill Van Breda 
Kolff, 
who had Chamberlain 
last year, indicated Looie was 
worth it after watching him 
Saturday. 


“ He’s good, very good,” Van 
Breda Kolff said. “ It was like 
back in the good old days.” 
Typically,

Toomey, a former University 
of Colorado athlete, scored 8,- 
270 points — seven short of the 
American record he set here 
two weeks ago. 


His marks on the final day 
were: 
14.2 seconds inthe llO-meter 
high hurdles, 143 feet, 9 1-2 
inches in the discus, 13-9 1-2 in 
the pole vault, 211-2 1-2 inthe 
javelin and 4:30.4 in the 1,500- 
meter run. 


Toomey needed a 4:23.1 effort 
in the 1,500-the final event-to 
break the world record of 8,319 
points set by West Germany’s 
Kurt Bendlin in 1967. 


Toomey’s 11-year career as a 
decathlon

apex last October when he won 
a gold medal at the Olympic 
Games in Mexico City against a 
field which included Ifendlin.

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Age of majority 


Shirley Temple Black, newly appointed member of the 
U.S. delegation to the United Nations General Assembly, 
thinks that the age of majority should be lowered from 21 
to 18 
Not just the age of voting, mind you, but the age of 
majority. She believes that 18-year-olds should be treated 
as adults in the full legal sense of the word. 
At first sight, this sounds like a pretty revolutionary 
recommendation. Yet when one gives some thought to it. 
there are not really many things that a 21-year-old can do 
that an 18- or 19- or 20-year-old cannot, except perhaps buy 
hard liquor in a public house or cast a ballot in a public 
polling booth 
But in some states, even these rights have 
been granted to under-21s. 
Those who are 18 or even younger and who want to get 
married bad enough can usually find ways of doing it with­ 
out parental consent. If they become parents, their tender 
age does not absolve them of responsibility for their off­ 
spring. 
Under-21s can enter into contracts, though theoretically 
they are still legal "infants," and their age does not neces­ 
sarily shield them from responsibility for debts they incur. 
Those who run afoul of the law at 18 or 19 or 20 are 
considered to be adults and are tried as such, and in some 
states can be sent to the electric chair. Certainly, 18-year- 
olds need no parental consent to be drafted or to enlist in 


the armed forces. 
Income tax law states that a minor is subject to tax on 
his own earnings, even though his parent may. under local 
law. have the right to the earnings and might actually have 
received the money. Parents may not claim exemptions 
for nonstudent children after they reach 19 and earn more 
than $600 
. 
Even support-paying divorced fathers are not generally 
held responsible for their minor children after they reach 
18 and are able to work# When was the last time you heard 
of an 18-year-old suing a parent for nonsupport? 
All in all, it's difficult to think of any advantage to 
society, but easy to think of many disadvantages to minors, 
in maintaining this legal limbo between 18 and 21. Why 
not lower the age of majority to 18? 
Still, many people are likely to react violently to the 
mere suggestion, as Mrs. Black found out when she was 
bombarded by letters following her speech to the U N. 
Social Committee in which she broached the idea. 
Adults need not worry that it would mean the imminent 
take-over of the nation by the young, however. 
We are all legal infants until the age of 25 as far as being 
eligible for election to the House of Representatives goes. 
The Constitution specifies 30 as the minimum age for 
senators. For president, the Founding Fathers trusted no 
one under 35.

Enter Reardon again 


When Sen. Edward Kennedy became in­ 
volved in the death of his secretary Mary 
Jo Kopechne, most of the nation took 
sides. Sen. Kennedy took to television to 
evplain, belatedly what it was all about. 
The explanation created new alignments 
of public sentiment and so it has gone. 
News media edi­ 
torially opposed to 
the Kennedy family in 
the first place and 
cartoonists general­ 
ly had a field day. * 
The subject was ideal 
for the exploitation of 
traditional lines of 
feeling. 
A couple of weeks 
ago I had the oppor­ 
tunity of talking at 
some length with a surgeon who was on 
the scene when Kennedy was treated the 
day after the tragedy. The good surgeon 
who happens to be my son-in-law had 
some rather pointed and 1 thought rather 
tough things to say about the death and 
had some rather cryptic things to say 
about Kennedy personally. 
The scuttlebut, according to the sur­ 
geon was that there was another woman 
involved; that the accident couldn’t have 
happened the way Kennedy said it did; and 
so on. 
But until last week no one had come up 
with the most interesting reflection that 
bears directly on the nation as a whole. 
Judge Paul C. Reardon, of Boston, rul­ 
ed initially that there was to be no autop­ 
sy in the death of the secretary. Rear­ 
don is the same judge who authored the 
“ Reardon Report” in 1966. 
The intimation now is that Reardon’s 
action in blocking an autopsy in the Mary 
Jo Kopechne case is the same kind of 
thing that he did three years earlier in 
the report. In other words the people's 
right to know was restricted. 
When a crime is committed by someone 


else, everyone wants to know all about 
it. That is what the inquiring citizen 
calls a “ free press.” 
However, when the average citizen is 
involved in a crime he wants a blackout 
of the facts. That’s what the person who 
is involved and the courts call a fair 
“ fair trial.” 
United Press International has high­ 
lighted this connection with reference 
to the famous Clinger murder case, not­ 
ing comments attributed to Raymond L. 
Spangler vice president of Peninsula 
News UPI that much of the court ac­ 
tion in the murder case was held in the 
judge’s chambers contrary to accepted 
practice, and that a witness was jailed 
for refusing to testify in a closed ses­ 
sion. 
What 
Spangler 
didn’t 
mention ap­ 
parently was that a newsman was cited 
for contempt when he printed a story 
telling of the arrest. It took a long time, 
but eventually a higher court overruled 
the contempt citation and censored the 


judge for the whole performance. 
California federal courts have not yet 
adopted the “ Reardon Report,’’but many 
judges, including the one in the Clinger 
case have used the document as justifi­ 
cation for suppressing crime trial news. 
These things have been spelled out 
until they become a bore but it remains 
for cases like the Clinger case and that 
of Mary Jo Kopechne to make us gen­ 
erally realize that the threat to the peo­ 
ple’s right to know is real. 
There’s no doubt 
that the people’s 
right to know must be balanced with the 
right of a defendant to a fair trial. 
Sometimes the line dividing the two is a 
thin one. 


But if there has to be forebearance 
at times by the press, there also must 
be a fair response by the judiciary. 
The press is armed with the shield of 
an ideal while the judge is armed with 
the power to actually suppress the news 
and even throw someone in jail.

America’s war 


Facing the Vietnam Moratorium Day 
demonstrations, Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers stated that these and 
other organized anti-war outbursts in our 
country had “ eliminated ^ny possibility 
of a negotiated settlouiem of the Viet­ 
nam war” at an early date. 
This was promptly disputed in Senate 
speeches, and elsewhere, which is much 
like disputing the mother earth is round 
or that Tom Seaver plays on the Mets. 
We should never 
have 
got 
into this 
land war in Southeast 
Asia 
in the 
first 
place. And from the 
very 
day President 
Kennedy sent in the 
first 
U.S. 
combat 
troops 
(16,000), 
breaking all previ­ 
ous promises, the Vi­ 
etnam war was for 
years on end just one, 
long, drawn-out Bay of Pigs all over 
again. 
But this is not President Kennedy’s 
war, President Johnson’s war, President 
Nixon’s war or anybody else’s war. It 
is America’s war, and we are in it. And 
President Nixon, like President Johnson 
before him is trying in every conceivable 
way to negotiate our country out of it. 
Actually, President Johnson first of­ 
fered peace terms that were all-but-sur- 
render to the enemy as long ago as his 
Baltimore speech of April, 1965. And as 
this column first stated on the day (May 
13, 1968) the Paris truce talks began, 
Ho Chi Minh had previously refused near­ 
ly a thousand “ peace feelers, ” 39 of them 
secretly listed inside our State Depart­ 
ment as major, before Hanoi even con­ 
sented to the preliminary talks in Paris. 
Many who dispute the anti-war demon­ 
strations’ effect on the Hanoi negotia­ 
tions are sincere, of course, but it is 
equally obvious that much of all t h i s 
is the product of a fifth column or­ 
ganized to collapse our country. And the 
total effect, which is the crux of the 
matter, is so obviously damaging to the 
negotiations that to debate this effect 
seems preposterous. 
The Reds are shrewd. They twist ev­ 
erything to their advantage. Robin Moore, 
the author of “ The Green Berets,” an 
Asia expert, states that the North Vietna- 
nese government 
declared a day of 
mourning when Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
was assassinated as “ one of our true 
friends.” North Vietnam also made an 
official 
martyr of American Norman 
Morrison, who in 1965 burned himself 
to death in front of the Pentagon in pro­ 
test against the Vietnam war. 
Yet a Gallup poll shows the irony in 
the fandango’s effect. Only 10 per cent 
of the people in our country were shown 
as favoring demonstrations of any kind 
and, even of that group, only one in 10 
— or one per cent of the total — were 
interested in demonstrating about the 
Vietnam war. 


When I was in Paris not long ago our 
peace negotiating team told me that Hanoi 
is today totally content without any mili­ 
tary victory whatever. Today's Red mili­ 
tary strategy does not involve taking, 
holding, or even attacking any strategic 
town, area or defenses. Exactly the re­ 
verse. They are content merely to kill 
200 or 300 Americans a month whenever 
convenient and let American public opin­ 
ion do the rest. 
Hanoi sees clearly that public opinion 
in the United States, spearheaded by 
demonstrations and senatorial speeches, 
is President Nixon’s problem in advanc­ 
ing the negotiations at all. Public opin­ 
ion and family sorrow apply in our coun­ 
try; 
these 
mean 
nothing whatever in 
Hanoi. The Red negotiating plan is to 
refuse anything and everything which 
President Nixon, like President Johnson 
before him, proposes while the dem­ 
onstrations and senatorial speeches con­ 
tinue to put water on Hanoi’s wheel. 
The plan is only and entirely what the 
French call “ le jen de pouvioir” —the 
relentless, uncompromising, adamant, 
automatic “ no” that erodes resistance 
and gets its way by default. 
If you were Hanoi, once you stopped 
laughing at all this going on in mighty 
America, what would you do? Would you 
fear anything? Would you be interested in 
any settlement this side of abject sur­ 
render?

things roll! Just let mighty America 
knock itself out in its own gymnasium!

The blood lines of the world are 
American.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
City hindering own fight 


The charge that the city of Santa Bar­ 
bara is assisting in the pollution of its 
own beach areas-after loud outcries 
directed against oil spills in the Santa 
Barbara Channel—aroused 
more than 
a little attention at a recent meeting 
of the Central Coastal Regional Water 
Quality Control Board. 
Unless the city can find an alternative 
method of pouring out allegedly contam­ 
inated material on to beach areas from 
its 40-hour per week harbor dredging 
activity, the city administration will 
undoubtedly be handicapped in its fight 
to halt proliferation of oil drilling out 
in the channel. 
There is no doubt that the oil industry 
will take advantage of the news that a 
petition with hundreds of signatures of 
Santa Barbara and Montecito residents 
calls upon the state to force the city to 
desist from its present practice. 
Pro-oil interests, it is felt, will have 
backing for their claim that there are 
other reasons for oil on Santa Barbara 
and Montecito beaches than what is com­ 
ing from the continuing leaks five miles 
at sea. Particularly since City Hall has 
admitted its dredge has been striking 
oily materials and presumably spewing 
out this mixture of oil, allegedly con­ 
taminated seawood, oily harbor waters 
and sand on to downtown city beach 
areas. 
City officials claim that the dredging 
operation is difficult, if not impossible, 
to change. The dredge works five days 
a week picking up sand from the harbor 
bar and discharges it through a long 
pipeline 
system to the East Beach 
area near a sewer outfall line. Tidal 
action takes the sand and nourishes 
city and county beach areas all the 
way to Carpinteria, it is stated. 
The difficulty is, according to critics 
of the operation, the dredge is picking 
up assertedly contaminated harbor wat­ 
ers (where scores of yachts discharge) 
and rotting seaweed with oil. The mix­ 
ture with sand is then dumped on the 
beach below and carried down the coast 
for miles. 
Critics say there are alternatives, but 


that the city doesn't want to speed the 
extra money to try out them. One is to 
load the dredged material on barges and 
dump it far out at sea. Another is to 
have the barge work night shifts, so 
the discharged material and resulting 
discoloration of the water and smell 
would largely dissipate by the next day. 
The regional 
board conceded 
the 
dredging must go on. City officials 
say that night work could be hazardous 
on the dredging barge. The black mix­ 
ture disappears, they claim, by 
the 
time it goes half a mile down coast 
within a few hours. Those protesting 
the program claim the problem is being 
understated. 
Regional board officials tended to 
feel that the problem while acute, was 
not so serious as presented by city 
critics. They included K.R. Jones, ex­ 
ecutive officer, and a Santa Barbara 
member, W.B. Cater. Jones said it 
was determined there is no health pro­ 
blem. 
As for asking the city to desist, or 
change its method of operation, Jones 
said the board would face legal pro­ 
blems in either course of action. He 
said there was difficulty in determin­ 
ing alternatives, and that it was clear 
the dredging must go on or the harbor 
would be blocked by sand. 
The board was told the city’s new 
Environmental Quality Control Board 
is interested in the case. 
Conservationists attending the sess­ 
ion expressed fears that unless the city 
somehow is able to set up an alternative 
dredging discharge system, the oil in­ 
dustry will be able to put out published 
material reflecting the view the city is 
polluting its own beaches. 
Earlier, oil industry made much of 
the fact that there has always been a 
certain amount of natural oil seepage 
from off the Santa Barbara- Goleta 
areas. 
“ This gives aid and comfort to the 
enemy,” as one conservationist put it. 
For that reason alone, the city is 
expected to do something to blunt the 
criticism that it is a polluter itself.
